My dear Mr. MacMurchy, 

About the 15th of last month I received a telegram intimat- 
ing that the Alumni Association was holding a dinner when 
there would be a diseussion of the University's method of 
memorializing the work done by its graduates and undergraduates 
in the war. The telegram was slightly confused in its words 
and was signed "J. MeMurphy,” The message was only telephoned 
to me and I only obtained the telegram a few days ago when 
I called for it. By reason of the fact that I have seen your 
name prominently connected with the movement and that the 
telegram was sent on @ pass I strongly suspect that it came 
from you, although at the time I found myself quite unable 
to identify the sender. Not knowing from whom it came I did 
not reply to it, and if it was from you the facts I have 
related will explain my seeming discourtesy. 

I have texdes received e letter from the Association 
stating that I have been put on the General Memorial Committee 
and that a meeting will be held to-morrow night. Naturally 
I am not able to attend nor am I able to send a letter 


expressing my views to be of any use for the meeting. 


I am entirely in sympathy with the movement, but have 


no definite idea at present as to the best manner in which the 
scheme can be worked out. Undoubtedly this is the time when 
there will be the greatest feeling of enthusiasm for such @ 
Scheme, but at the same time I fear that it will hikewise be 

a time when many will find themselves seriously handicapped 

in a financial way and unable to contribute as they would like. 


Perhaps I am wrong in this, as my experience is chiefly 


> 
limited to persons in receipt of a salary and perhaps under 
an employer which has not shown itself as generous as some. 
I daresay on the whole most of the Alumni are financially 
as able to pay now as they have ever been, although some, 
including the judges, are undoubtedly far from being as well 
Situated financially as they were before the war. 

I trust that whatever is decided upon may be carried 
out successfully, and I shall be very glad to do anything I 
can to assist to thet end.
